A few get 
computer subsidies and one-year 
maternity leaves. 

Most companies are bolstering 
their benefits plans, hoping to 
strike a chord with the workers 
they need so dearly. 

“A generation ago, it would 
have been .absurd to think of 
adding a lactation room because 
nursing moms didn’t work,": said 
Anne Franklin, ' vice 
president/pcoplc for Union 
Pacific Resources in Fort Worth.

women, more single parents, 
more people from different cul- ; 
rures. And the expectations have 
changed, so the benefits have to 
change, too." 

This is the time of year when 


— most -companies— announce 
changes'ln'fli&u' benefits plans, 
and when most employees enroll 
in the programs for the next 12 
months. 

Sifting through the stacks of 
company brochures and review- 
ing the options can be a reward- 
ing exercise: Savvy workers can 
cut annual expenses by thou- 
sands of dollars and.sharply 
boost their savings by maxing out 
their benefits. 

“Many plans offer you legal 
ways to avoid taxes and reduce 
your cost of living," said Ralph 
Gremnger, a principal ar Hewitt 
Associates in Las Colinas, Texas. 
"They literally put money in your 
pocket" 

Benefits are a significant part • 
of most workers' compensation. 
In 1994, they totaled $746.5 bil- 
lion, accounting for nearly 19 per- 
cent of total pay, according to the 
Employee Benefit Research 
Institute in Washington. In 1970, 
..benefits totaled $65-9 billion, less 
than 1 1 percent of total pay. . 

Much of that increase is due to 
the higher costs of medical care. 
But in many cases, today’s bene-

NEW YORK (AP) — Wall 
Street is not the type of place 
— where people put their expecta- 
tions on the back burner. If they 
expect a rally, they try to buy 
before prices go up. 

If there’s trouble on the hori' 
zon, they sell.

on the idea of being “born again." 

Books on the subject have been 
on the shelves for years, explain- 
ing how anybody willing to send 
away for a dead stranger’s birth 
certificate can parlay that into a 
matching set of government- 
issued documents.

The answers were 
straightforward: a screwdriver turned 
screws, a sheet covered a bed, etc. 
But when they were asked what dsc 
the items could be used for, peo- 
ple’s creativity burst forth: the sheet 
could be used as a tent for someone 
shipwrecked; the screwdriver could 
be a tent peg, and so on. "When peo- 
ple see that there’s more than one 
way of looking at things, they be- 
come mindful," Longer said 

Langer and her colleagues have 
conducted a wide range of ex peri- 
. ments.which she documents in her 
two books. In one experiment, stu- 
dents were given a reading assign- 
ment: Half were told simply to leant 
the material, while the other half 
were told to think about what they 
were reading in ways that mode it 
meaningful to their own lives. 
When they were tested later, the sec- 
ond group — the ones who thought 
about what they had read instead of 
just "learning” it the old-fashioned 
way — scored far higher. 

"The way you cultivate mindful- 
ness,” Langer said, “is to realize that 
information about the world around 
you is endlessly interesting, and it 
looks different from different per- 
spectives.” But many people oper- 
ate mindlessly, pursuing routines 
rather than looking for new details 
around them. The results can be dis- 
astrous. 

. Investigations of both the Three 


Mile Island and Chernobyl nuclear 
accidents found evidence that tech- 
nicians — numbed into mindlessness 
by years of routine — had foiled to 
respond in time to changes in in- 
strument readings that would have 
told them accidents were about to 
happen. The most widely accepted 
theory of how Korean Air Lines 
Flight 007 went astray — it flew into 
Soviet airspace and was shot down 
by on air-to-air missile — holds that 
the pilo ts entered incorrect coordi- 
nates into their compass. Then, lit- 
erally on autopilot, they ignored 
cues from the 747’s computers to 
reconsider their course. Like a driv- 
er who has traveled the same high- 
way a hundred times, they expect- 


ed no problems and saw none. 

At its worst, mindlessness can help 
to destroy people’s lives, as Langer 
found in 1974, when she was study- 
irig patients and workers in nursing 
homes. "I argued that we should go 
around nursing homes making life 
more complex, not easier,” she said. 
"It’s important for people to be in con- 
trol of their lives, and the way to be in 
control is to be in the active process 
of mastering something. It’s in the 
mastering that mindfulness comes in.” 
Langer found that patients who lived 
in the wards where they were required 
to take charge of much of their daily 
routine — dressing themselves or 
choosing food— had lower mortality 
rates than people in comparable health 
who lived in die wards .where 'atten- 
dants and nurses saw to all their needs. 
Longer also found that nursing-home 
workers who were taught to think 
mindfully about their work were less 
likely to quit. "If the workers realize 
that much of the burnout they expe- 
rience is the result of mindless over- 
rhythmization, turnover goes down 
by a third,” she reported. 

Langer told me that mindlessness is 
also at the root of prejudice — but she 
said the way to solve it was with more 
discrimination, not less. “Prejudice 
comes from the mindless assumption 
that there ore nonovcrlapping catc- 
gories.^she explained.— You’re cither- 
black or white, Jew or non-Jew. Most 
people, if they go far enough into their 
backgrounds, will find that they are 
not purebreds, The mistake we make 


in dealing with prejudice is trying to 
counter it by saying we’re all one big 
human group, we’re all the same.” 

Longer reasoned that, if we are 
mindful of each other's individual 
characteristics — not just race and re- 
ligion but also height, weight, talent, 
even hair color — we will understand 
that each human being is unique. 

We can be mindful in any situation," 
‘Longer said — even when faced with 
huge challenges. "If all you think 
about is how you’re likely to fail at a 
challenge, you probably will,” she 
said. “But if you ask yourself, 'What 
are 10 ways I could succeed at this?’ 
your chances of success are much 
greater. Just noticing new things keeps 
you alive.”' IS
